The treasury department announces 


the payment of over one hundred for- 
ty-two millions in federal taxes illegal- 
ly or erroneously collected and which 
is divided among- some 168,000 taxpay- 
ers. 


Those familiar with the difficulty of 


obtaining a refund from the 
federal 


government will have little doubt that 
the taxpayers who received 
refunds 


were very clearly ^-entitled to them. 
Their great number is an indicatiori of 
the complexities in the federal laws, the 
complications that arise, the lack of 
clarity in many respects, the difficulty 
of understanding and complying with 
,those laws even in a land where every 
man is presumed to know the law. 
'- Both experience and changing con- 


.- ditions have required the government 


•to alter these laws at times and thus 
-to add to the confusion arising under 
ithem and yet a certairTmeasure of 
these complications cannot be avoided 
.however extreme the care put forth in 
-modeling the law. 


We have associations at work_ in 


this country whose purpose is to create 
'a uniformity of our laws among the 
various states, such laws as relate to 
divorce, marriage, sales, commercial 
paper, liability for negligence and so 
on. But where could these associations 
,get a better starting point than in cre- 
ating a uniformity in our income tax 
^laws. 
/• 
-; Income taxpayers in Wisconsin 
^tave a double cross to bear because of 
'-the difference in principle underlying 
"tthe Wisconsin and the federal laws, a 
difference in exemptions, a difference 
in rates, a difference in methods, a dif- 
ference in theory and a difference- in 
fact. After a Wisconsin taxpayer has 
made out his federal return he must 
study a new system entirely in order 
'to make out his Wisconsin return. 
-;Some states have tried to avoid this 
^confusion by patterning their income 
tax laws along the lines of the federal 
Jawi and this of course without losing 
any income but probably gaining in- 
come by avoiding confusion. 


The same criticism attaches to the 


federal and state laws concerning- in- 
heritance taxes. The federal govern- 
ment taxes the estate of the deceased. 
Wisconsin taxes the bequest to the in- 
diyidual. The whole theory of federal 
taxation of estates is different 
from 


our own. The executor or administra- 
tor in Wisconsin finds himself thus 
faced with a complication that might 
easily be avoided and without loss to 
the state were it to adopt the same 
general principles as those adopted by 
congress. 


Simplicity, instead of confusion, will 


. in the long run, not only make it easier 


for people to understand and obey 
laws but secure also better results for 
the government itself.

OPPORTUNITY AND DRINK 
If anyone wants to take the figures 


available from 
Russia's 
experience 


with prohibition or if it be considered 
that they are somewhat typical of hu- 
man nature in general they tell the fol- 
lowing story of facts: 
Prior to the 


world's war the Russian government 
received annually nearly one billion 
rubles from the sale of vodka, a gov- 
ernment monopoly. 
This was more 


than one-fourth of the entire income 
of the government and because of this 
large percentage from alcohol Russia's 
was 
called the "drunken budget." 


Facing the desperate consequences of 
war Russia declared prohibition which 
persisted under the soviet until the 
fall of 1925 when it was repealed for 
the stated purpose of driving out illicit 
drinks although,one may suspect with 
some show of reason that the soviet 
needed money and took this means to 
help fill the depleted exchequer. The 
first year saw a-consumption of 360,- 
000,000 liters of vodka which mounted 
to 420,000,000 "liters in the next year, 
with an estimated gain to 460,000,000 
liters for the year about to end. Mak- 
ing all due allowances for the boot- 
legging that existed under prohibition 
in Russia, even as here, these figures, 
tell the story of how opportunity aids 
in alcoholic consumption. Do they not 
also tell, and plainly enough, that the 
opportunity tends to increase the de- 
sire, that the desire quickly forms into 
a habit, though not necessarily to the 
point of intoxication, and that the 
habit accounts for the enormous in- 
crease in but three years of the 
amount of fiery liquids consumed? 


But the wets will argue that it is not 


fair to cite Russia as an example or in- 
fer that the American people are moti- 
vated by the same general impulses as 
the Russians, and though this criti- 
cism is not without merit, the appal- 
ling wastage in alcohol among a 
people who need other things much 
more, tells a sad enough story. If pro- 
hibition be good for any people Rus- 
sia needs it the most. 


BYRD'S CHRISTMAS PRESENT 


Probably the most exciting Christ- 


mas present of the recent holiday was 
that of the Byrd Antarctic Expedition 
which arrived at the great ice barrier 
just as their own Christmas celebra- 
tion on shipboard ended. The Ameri- 
can flag and an American airplane 
were then farther South than they had 
ever been before. 


On that day, too, the men of the 


Byrd party received through loud- 
speakers on the flagship a Christina* 
day program broadcast for their ben- 
efit by the Pittsburgh station of the 
Westinghouse Co. Still another trans- 
mission record was made, when a Ca- 
nadian in Montreal heard Commander 
Byrd's voice, sent 11,000 miles by 
wireless, telling of the receipt of the 
program and announcing the arrival 
within sight of the ice barrier. 


That seems like plenty of excite- 


ment for one day. Just how soon the 
expedition will land and establish its 
base, is not yet known. The public, al- 
ready thrilled by Captain Wilkins' 
first successful flight in the Antarctic, 
is now thrilled again at Commander 
Byrd's arrival at his long-planned-for 
goal.

Washington —A shudder of alarm 


greeted word from Baltimore that 
a cars* of embassy liquor had been 
assailed by hijackers and escaped 
only by the heroic resistance of the 
truck driver. 


Just -which particular embassies 


or legations were thus 
threatened 


with a dearth of holiday good cheer 
was aot stated, but tho value of the 
gurgling cargo of the t. jck was esti- 
mated at $30,000. Whether that was 
by bootleg quotations or actual for- 
eign sales price and without any 
import or export due*—-which is the 1 
•way diplomatic «qnor comes — also 
was not staled. 


HIJACKING EMBASSY LIQUOR 
It is by no means the first time shij 
msnts of diplomatic liquors ha\r 
been attacked enroute, Not i great i 
deal sets Into the papers about thisj 


entirely legitimate 
liquor 
traffic. 


Both the diplomatics and govern- 
ment officials generally are inclined 
to shun publicity. The active And 
enterprising illicit 
purveyors of 


strong drink in Washington, how- 
ever, seem to haye little difficulty in 
discovering just when a sizable ship- 
ment is to be expected and frequent- 
ly they tey ingenious ambuscades 
for it. 


"Embassy liquor" is a selling ar- 


gument for Washington bootleggers 
of exceptional effectiveness. If they 
can convince potential 
customers 


that the liquor involved actually did 
come into the country under diplo- 
matic protection, special prices are 
in order on the assumption 
that 
this is a guarantee of undoctored 
beverages. 


At one time there was so much 


threat of bpotleg highwaymen in- 
tercepting liquor shipments that the 
British embassy is said to have in- 
trusted to His Majesty's marines the 
-safe conduct of laden trucks from 
tidewater to Washington. A marine, 
sergeant usually is orL^uty at the- 
embassy as messenger and handy- 
man. The sight of this "soldier and 
sailor, too" in uniform is "not, or at 
least was not unusual on the streets 
a short time ago. 


Whether the king's uniform was 


Worn m escorting liquor shipments 
further to overawe potential hijack- 
ers, the Bystander does not know. 
He does know from personal obser- 
vation, however, that when the Brit- 
ish delegation arrived m Washing- 
ton for the naval limitations confer- 
ence in 1921,- a detachment of uni- 
formed "jollies" handled the 
bag- 


gage — beg pardon—luggage, which 
included quite a substantial number 
of cases of suspicious weight 
and 


size. 


LEGALLY WET DINNERS 


Washington is unique in having 


this wholly legal use of- beverage li- 
quor going on within a community 
where every government agency, in- 
cluding its-police, is controlled by 
federal law. alone and cooperating to 
e/jforce prohibition enactments. Dip- 
lomatic immunity extends only to 
the missions in Washington and not 
to consuls-general or other foreign 
official representatives In the ports. 


It is not unprecedented, when a 


foreign official of note is visiting 
Washington, for some local hotel to 
see a dinner or luncheon given by 
the interested diplomats at which 
all the old-fashioned 
liquid trim- 


mings are in order, from coclttails 
to liqueurs. It Is not done In the gen- 
eral publicising rooms, of course, 
just as-a matter of good taste in a 
dry country; but there is no effort, 
or reason for effort, to conceal the 
proceedings.

Peo- 
ple who do not wish to read con- 
temporary books only, have a new 
source of supply in the publications 
of the American-Scandinavian Foun- 
dation. The volumes published by 
this organization are for the aver- 
age American reader 
new books 


while at the same time they are not 
current books. 


That is, they are book published 


many years ago in the Scandinavian 
but now made available for Ameri- 
can readers in translation. They 
have the flavor and the intellectual 
outlook of an earlier day but are 
now published here for the 
first 


time. 


There are a number of these pub- 


lications Recently I reviewed two 
volumes of short stories of Norway 
and Sweden and a little later the 
autobiography of Hans Christian An- 
derson. There is still another vol- 
ume that I found interesting, a no- 
vel called "Woman Power." by Gus- 
taf Af Geijerstam, 
translated 
by 


Esther Rapp. Anyone who is led up 
with contemporary fiction could not 
do better than to turn to this novel," 
written some thirty years or so ago 
and well known, in Sweden but now 
made available for American read- 
ers. Jt illustrates admirably the dif- 
ference in flavor between the fiction 
of a generation ago and that of to- 
day. Judged by the standards of to- 
day it is slow, but that is not nec- 
essarily to its discredit. At least it 
is wholesome to mix a few "slow" 
books with one's reading. 


"Woman Power" tells the story of .

man Power" In that book a sensi- 
tive artist has unfortunate domestic 
experiences. He marries a woman 
far beneath him not only but one 
who vturn out to be immoral. Por 
many years the artist lives in mis- 
ery. When finally the 
divorce -ts 


granted 
his 
sensitive 
daughter, 


whom, he worships, influences .him 
to stern self-repression. Like the 
critics she feels that it Is not good 
form to tell of_his domesuc affairs 
even in the form of fiction and po- 
etry 


The girl dies and the artist in the 


hero of the book also slowly dies. 
The man exercises stern repression, 
on his artistic impulses because of 
his promise to his dead daughter 
and because of the ^attitude _of the 
people about him toward using per- 
sonal material for purposes of art. 


Tie result is tra?edy and steril- 


ity as described by this writer. 
There is not outlet for the artist, he 
seems to say in his story, if he is 
not to be allowed to draw on. his 
own life for material. His own life 
is the one he knu\vs "oest, -almost 
the only one he knows in that in- 
timate way in which the artist must 
know his material to make it worth 
anything. If he cannot 
use Jthat • 


material he will not only produce 
nothing worth while but he will dry 
up artistically^" His life will be In 
vain because he is denying the im- 
pulses of his nature as an artist. -• 


The artist in the story just peters 


out and he is fully a.ware of the fact 
that self-repression* has done It for 
turn. If he could have let off steam 
in books he might have lived not 
only a happy but also a productive 
life as an artist in spite of his do- 
mestic tragedies. Many artist have 
risen above tragedy in that way. 


The book's point of view is worth 


considering, as well as the story it- 
self.

London—W)—Mrs. Carol Isaacson

woman whose 


husband formerly lived tn Superior.

Kabul by a

plane, described to the Poitawar, In 
dia, correspondent of the Daily Mail 
her experiences when the revolt in 
terrupted her honeymoon. She said 
she had nearly given up hope when 
she was rescued. Her husband, Al- 
len Isaacson, remained behind with 
the other men.

W. P- HAGMAN 


Rural Normal School Is 


One Of Largest In Stafe 


Kaukanna-- One of the largest 


and most beautiful 
rural normal 


schools in the state of Wisconsin is 
the Outagamie Rural Normal school 
ocated in this city. W- P. Hagman, 
former county superintendent of 
Ashland-co, is the principal of the 
school, which is equipped with the 
newest teaching books and methods. 


The school was located in this 


city in 1912 through efforts of R. M. 
Radsch,- who was 
on tKe county 


board at the time. The first five 
years the school operated it was lo- 
cated hi the Cassino building on 
Main-ave which is owned by 
St 


Mary church. The present site on 
lower Wisconsin-ave was donated 
fc»y the Thilmany mill and the steps 
leading1 to the building were con- 
tributed by Charles Stribley. 


The first graduating 
class in 


June, 1913, was composed of eight 
students. Leo Schussman was the 
principal of the school at that time. 
The next year he became city su- 
perintendent of schools and John 
Hale became the principal for the 
next six years. During this time the 
new school was built and studies 
were transferred there. In 1918 Mr. 
Hagman took charge of the school 
and has been the director since that 
time. 


Last year the graduating class 


numbered 53, which was the largest 
rural normal class in the state_ to 
graduate. Positions lor all the grad- 
uates are secured by the school. 


In order to attend the school a 


person must have a high school ed- 
ucation. After a year in the normal 
school he is entitled to teach in 
country schools- 
No tuition is 


charged to students in Outagamie- 
co. 
Students 
from outside this 


county are charged $1 per week, 
but this is paid by the county from 
•which they reside. The students are 


en practical experience while at- 


tending the school. 


Most of the graduates from thf 


school are women. Of the 502 grad- 


uates turned out from the school 
only 34 are men. Salaries average 
$90 per month at the start. The 
school obtains ttie positions for the 
graduates, and 80 per cent of them 
are In Outagamie-co. Seventy per- 
t- 
v 
cent of the students are from Outa- 
gamie-co. Twenty five per cent of 
the graduates eventually go on to 
higher schools and the 
average 


teaching period is about five years. 


The faculty 
consists of 
four 


teachers. Mr. Hagman and Miss M. 
Philipps have been with the school 
for the past ten years. Miss R, Mc- 
Afee has been with the school for 
the past three years and Miss L. 
Ellis has been on the teaching staff 
for the past year. The school keeps 
in touch with the graduates 
and 


keeps track of all of them. The fac- 
ulty members visit graduates on 
the first year of teaching and give 
them help. Many 'of the old gradu- 
ates come back for information and 
suggestions. The school lends teach- 
ing materials and helps them to 
community -projects. 


STANDARD IS RAISED 


When the school first started in 


the city anyone with an eighth 
grade education could attend and 
become a teacher. In 1927 this rul- 
ing was changed and 
only high 


school graduates are eligible for the 
school. This raises the standards of 
country teaching to a much higher 
level. 


Money to build the school is mostly 


obtained from the state, although 
the county gives a certain propor- 
tion. 


In a recent 
inspection of the 


scliool John Callahan, state super- 
intendent of rural normal schools 
;ommentea on the pleasing condi- 
tions found in the local school. The 
Inspection found that the school 
was In first class shape regarding 
the equipment and teaching meth- 
ods.

Wisconsin Is Outranked in 


Production and Consump- 
tion Only by Maine 


Wisconsin ranks 
second only to 


Maine in the consumption of pulp- 
wood, according to statistics compiled 
and released today by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington. 


Mills in this state last year con 


sumed 1,199,615 cords of pulpwood, 
the report showed, and produced 690,- 
920 tons of wood pulp. This was a de- 
crease from the preceding year, when 
1.224,443 cords of pulpwood were con- 
sumed and 712,565 tons of wood pulp 
produced. 


There were 219 mills in the United 


States last year was compared -with 
224 in 1926, according- to the report, 
and, the total consumption of 6,659,- 
157 cords of pulpwood represented a 
decrease of 1.6 per cent from the to- 
tal of the preceding- year. 


The total production of-wood pulp 


in 1927 was 4,313,403 tons, a de- 
crease of 1.9 per cent as compared 
with the total of the previous year. 


The leading states in the industry 


n their order were Maine, Wiscon- 
sin, New York, Washington,, Penn- 
sylvania, New Hampshire, Michigan, 


-ouisiana, Virginia and Minnesota. 


The industry showed decreases in all 
jut 4 states, Louisiana, California, 
Oregon and Washington.
